Dear Dr. Goldberg: 

Greg Anrig has asked me to respond to your request for information 
about mean test scores over the years. The enclosed materials 
cover the Graduate Management Admission Test (GMAT) , Graduate 
Record Examinations (GRE), Law School Admission Test (LSAT), 
Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test (PSAT), and Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT)., Dr. James Erdmann of the Association of 
American Medical Colleges will respond directly to your request for 
information on the Medical College Admission Test. 

Both GRE and GMAT mean score data are readily available only as far 
back as 1965. I hope that is sufficient. The SAT information is 
displayed in several different ways. Attachment A includes all 
test takers in each testing year from 1956-57 to 1974-75. 
Attachment B includes graduating seniors who were test takers at 
any time during their high school years. Attachment C includes 
junior year PSAT test takers only. 

You also asked for information comparing the ccst of scoring 
writing samples to machine-scored tests. Excluding such costs as 
transportation, lodging, and ETS staff time in support of large- 
scale essay scoring, an experienced reader can score about 40 
twenty-minute essays an hour. At current hourly rates paid such 
readers, this translates to about $.20 per test. Since each essay 
is read twice, the minimum cost is approximately $.40. Machine- 
scored tests, on the other hand, which are scored at the rate of 
8,000 to 10,000 per hour, cost an average of $.06.
